sou nded the death knell of the saloon 
iii Rushville.

He asked ever}* man in the 
audience who would solemnly swear 
to vote against te saloon at the first 
opportunity to ii>e in lls seat. 
The 
immense audience of men arose as 
one man and a hu-li fell over the au­ 
dience as the awe-inspiring spectacle 
was enacted.

for farmers to have a vote as to

for the necessities of life instead of 
booze, and as the evangelist whistled 
“Home Sweet Home," the audience 
demonstrated how* it felt about such 
a man.

Every 
seat was filled, it being the largest 
crowd yet with the exception of the 
one iii the afternoon. 
The invitation 
was extended by the evangelist for 
the people to go forward ad a number 
accepted. 
Saturday night the people of Rush­ 
ville witnessed something here that 
they never saw before. After a ser­ 
mon at the tabernacle, a good part 
of the audience formed into line and 
paraded the streets behind the Ku-h- 
\ Hie concert band, ending up with a 
street meeting at the corner of Main 
and Second streets. 
The procession 
moved north in Perkins to Fourth, 
over to Main and thence south to 
Fir-t, west of First to Harrison over 
t*> Second and back up this >treet to 
Main.

Mr. Rumely has been identified vvith 
the conservation movement from its 
incept! n. end is one of the most force­ 
ful figures 1. 1 t at large band of young 
men which I s risen so spiritedly to 
the cell of tins most important of the 
nation s cause*. 
Naturally he firmly 
believes that ail business men should 
take an active and conscientious in­ 
terest in politics, and continually is 
urging young men to make a sufficient­ 
ly close study of the political prob­ 
lems w hich confront the nation to en­ 
able them to enter intelligently upon 
the full duties of citizenship. 
Mr. 
Rumely himself is actively identified 
with the cause of progressivism in 
state ard nation, and is one of Indi­ 
ana's most attentive political observ­ 
ers. 
Progressive Conservation Policy. 
Along the line of the business man s 
interest in politics Mr. Rumely has 
Will defined view*. 
‘ The secondary 
industries in America have never been 
organized nor recognized in our state 
and national policy in due measure.’’ 
he said. 
"The primary or basic in­ 
dustries. producing raw materials such 
as steel, lumber, cotton, coal, petro­ 
leum, were easily standardized, and 
soon concentrated Into large indus­ 
trial units, centralized financially in 
New York, and because of their close 
and effe' tire organization, able to ex:

“Freight rates alone could become 
an obstacle to the further expansion of 
the business 
For the shipment of 
smaller parts a well-organized, prompt 
parcels or exprr ss service must be 
possible. 
“Telegraph, telephone and mall ser­ 
vice to facilitate universal communi­ 
cation w'itli the market are example* 
of the factors In the conduct of such 
a business. And in every one of these 
the interests of the secondary manu­ 
facturer are identical with the Inter­ 
ests of individuals, and politically the 
secondary manufacturer will be forced 
to co-operate with a progressive con­ 
servation colley.**

LONDON’S ABDUCTION CLUB

Clubs spring up with and without 
reason.

In Nuremberg, Germany, they have 
been making arrangem ents to cele­ 
brate the thirtieth anniversary of the 
picture post card with a congress and 
exposition. 
Unfortunately for their 
plans, however, it has been discover­ 
ed that the first picture post card was 
not made in Germany or sent from 
Nuremberg, nor was it born in 1882, 
as they had supposed. The distinction 
of making and mailing the first is now 
claimed by Leon Besnardeau, a book­ 
seller of Sille-le-Guillaume, near Con- 
lie, department of Sarthe, France. 
In 
1870, during the war with Prussia, he 
printed pictures on postal cards he 
was sending to clients. 
M. Besnar­ 
deau is still alive, and there are many 
of his old customers in France who 
have th*- cards he posted them.

MOST SOUTHERN INDUSTRY 


What is possibly the most southerly 
industry in the world, writes Consul 
Henry D. Baker of Hobart, Tasmania, 
is being carried on at the Macquarie 
islands, about halfway between Tas­ 
mania and the Antarctic continent, in 
the capture of the penguins for their 
oil. 
Macquarie island belongs to the 
state of Tasmania and has an area of 
about 25,000 acres, being about 
25 
miles long and 5 miles wide. 
The 
island has been leased by the Tas­ 
manian government to Joseph Hatch, 
w’ho has established the penguin oil 
industry there. 
There are probably 80,000,000 pen­ 
guins on the island, so that the stock 
to be drawn from seems almost limit­ 
less. 
There are also a large number 
of sea elephants about the shores of 
this island. 
The oil is obtained from 
the penguins by boiling the carcasses 
in digesters capable of dealing with 
800 birds at a time. 
The oil is placed 
in barrels and sold to binder twine 
makers in Australia and New 
Zea­ 
land. 
Macquarie island is about 750 miles 
southeast of Hobart. The island is bar­ 
ren, being covered only with tussocky 
grass. 
Whaling ships visiting there 
have introduced rabbits 
and 
Maori 
hens, which are now quite 
prolific. 
The Mawson 
Antarctic 
expedition 
from Australia has established a wire­ 
less station there, and daily messages 
are bung received at Hcbart. 


LAST OF THE ABORIGINES 


About one vt ar avo a wild man was 
caught in California and identified as 
the last survivor of the Southern Yana 
tribe of Indians that had been almost 
wiped out by m a^acre in 1865. 
The 
name of “Ishi,” meaning “man’’ in the 
Yana dialect, was given to him be­ 
cause he would net tell his real name. 
He was taken to the University mu­ 
seum in San Francisco, and there they 
have been trying to civilize him. Ishi 
has as good a head as the average 
American, but he is unspeakably ig­ 
norant. 
Ile knows nothing, or knew' 
nothing six months ago, of hours and 
years, cf money ai 
labor and pay, of 
government and authority, of newspa­ 
pers and business, of the other thou­ 
sands of things that make up our life. 
In short, he has really lived in the 
Stone Age. 
His face is as clean of 
beard as when he was discovered and 
has not been touched by a razor. This 
is not a racial characteristic, but the 
result of his substitute for shaving. 
He pulls iut his beard hairs one by one 
as soon as they emerge—a habit for­ 
merly universal among all tribes on 
the continent, but less frequently prac­ 
ticed today. 
In this connection he 
manifests a peculiar personal refine­ 
ment: he never follows 
the 
habit 
when in company.

That Turkey Is W illing to Make Con­

Has a Quieting Effect. 


London, Oct. 7.— In the dispatches 
from the near ea st a slightly m ore op­ 
tim istic feeling is evidenced. Although 
preparations for war are continuing at 
a rapid rate and the m obilization of 
the Bulgarian army is said already to 
have been com pleted, no further “in­ 
cidents” on the frontier are reported. 
In the view taken in several different 
capitals, if war is averted it will be by 
the im m ediate putting into effect of 
certain reforms In the Turkish empire. 
T hese reforms, it is believed, can only 
be effected by the combined action of 
the [lowers, and the suggestion comes 
from Bucharest that a European con­ 
gress be convoked im m ediately to deal 
with the situation. 
Austria’s appar­ 
ent reluctance to join the m ovem ent 
for peace as that movem ent, so far, 
has been set on foot by the powers, is 
explained as the result of a desire on 
the part of that nation to have the 
ideas of all the powers with regard to 
the integrity of Turkey, the sovereign­ 
ty of the sultan and the m aking of re­ 
form m easures general throughout the 
O ttom an em pire m ore explicitly ex­ 
plained.

gets for Dr. Biederwolf's invective at 
the tabernacle Sunday night. Every 
seat was filled, it being the largest 
crowd yet with the exception of the 
one in the afternoon. The invitation 
was extended by the evangelist for 
:he people to go forward ad a number 
accepted. 


Saturday night the people of Rush- 


ville witnessed something here that 
they never saw before. After a ser- 
mon at the tabernacle, a good part 
of the audience formed 'into line and 
para5ed the streets behind the Rush- 
ville concert band, ending up with a 
street meeting at the corner of Main 
and Second streets. 
The procession 


moved north in Perkins to Fourth, 
over to Main and thence south to 
First, west of First to Harrison over 
to Second and back up this street to 
Main. 


Following the band were the min- 


isters and Dr. Biederwolf. Deloris 
Smith carried a large flag near the 
head of the procession followed by 
scores of children wearing bunting 
drapped from their shoulders. There 
were at least five hundred people in 
line. 


Dr. Biederwolf alluded to his con- 


nection with Spanish-American war 
veterans here, he being chaplain of 
the regiment to which they belonged. 
He said he met a comrade during the 
parade and asked him to come up to 
the meeting, but the man replied he 
was busy rounding up Bull Moosers. 
He said he told the comrade to bring 
them along for God knows they need 
it. He added that if they need it. what 
ought to be said of the standpat- 
ters and Democrats. 


Dr Biederwolf said every man to- 


day is aroused in a political sense 
and that every man ought to be in- 
terested in his party. He declared 
every citizen should take a stand on 
vital issues, but much more so should 
he take a stand for or ugainst God.

New York, Oct. 7.—Secret service 


men and postoffice inspectors of two 
countries are investigating the myster- 
ious disappearance of a registered mail 
package containing 5200,000 consigned 
from Havana to the National Park 
bank of this city. 


The loss was discovered last Wed- 


nesday or Thursday when the regis- 
tered mail pouch from Havana was 
opened in the New York postoffice. 
When and where the package disap- 
peared, whether in Havana, aboard the 
ship or train which brought it or there- 
after, no one has been able to discover. 


The postoffice authorities are work- 


ing zealously on the case in the two 
republics as a matter of course, while 
private detectives have been set to 
work by the shipper, whose name is 
not revealed. The National Park bank 
has no more than a moral interest in 
the case, as by no possibility can the 
loss fall upon it. 


"The money was shipped and when 


the hag was opened here it was gone; 
that is cur story." said Maurice rf. 
Ewer, cashier of the bank. 


"Is your bank investigating?" he 


was asked. 


"No, why?" he asked. "The shipper 


and the governments are doing that." 
Mr. Ewer declined to speak further. 


The reports are to the effect that 


the registered mail pouch arrived in 
this city by steamship about Oct. 1. 
The Saratoga, of the Ward line, which 
was due to arrive on Oct. 1, came in 
on the following day, and she brought 
mail from Havana, but everybody con- 
nected with the line said the $200,000 
package did not involve their ship. 
The money was a remittance from a 
financial institution to the big bank in 
adjustment of an exchange balance.

With the Trial of Policeman Becker 


Beginning Today, Prosecution is Dis- 
concerted by Loss of One of Its Im- 
portant Witnesses, Notorious Gang 
Leader Who Would Have Corrobo- 
rated Testimony Against Inspector. 


New York, Oct. 7.—Whatever motive 


was back of the .killing of Big Jack 
Zelig, the gang leader, Saturday night 
by-Philip Davidson, a Bowery drifter, 
it is officially announced that the 
murder removes one of the important 
witnesses against Lieutenant Charles 
Becker, whose trial for the killing of 
Herman Rosenthal began today. 


Zelig had promised District Attor- 


ney Whitman that he would testify 
that Jack Rose told the truth when 
Rose said that he' went to Zelig at 


j Becker's request, to get the gunmen 


I to kill Rosenthal. 
Zelig would not 


j have admitted that he had rounded up 


j the murderers, but his testimony, in 


I the opinion of the district attorney, 


j was essential corroboration of that 
, part of Rose's story incriminating 
j Becker, which was in great need of 


corroboration. 


The death of Zelig means also that 


the case against Policemen James C. 
White and John C. Steinert. two of the 
old strong-arm squad now under in- 
dictment for oppression and perjury, 
and who caused the arrest of Ze'.ig 
for carrying concealed weapons and 
swearing to the falsehood that he had 
a pistol in his pocket, will have to be 
dismissed. 


Not a Mere Coincidence. 


It was freely admitted at the dis- 


trict attorney's office and at police 
headquarters that no serious flaw had 
been found in Davidson's story that he 
had gone to a pawnshop in Jersey City 
on Saturday' afternoon after being 
beaten and robbed by Zelig, and at the 
pawnshop had bought a revolver .that 
once had been the property of a po- 
liceman na:ned Chris F. Maher, but 
had been lost by the policeman some 
months aso; that Davidson had como 
back to Manhattan and had killed Ze- 
lig solely because of the private 
grudge. 


"But." so ran the substance of re- 


marks by Deputy Commissioner Dough- 
erty and Mr. Whitman, "if the shoot- 
Ing of an important witness in the 
Becker trial right on the eve of the 
trial is a coincidvieee, it is a most re- 
markable coincidence. We are open 
to conviction, in view of many things, 
that the killing of Zelig just at this 
time is much more than a coincidence. 
And in the meantime everything will 
be done as quickly as possible to prove 
or disprove Davidson's contention tha^, 
no one prompted him to get Zelig out 
of the way at a time so damaging to 
the prosecution of the trial in the Ro- 
senthal murder." 


Gyp the Tilood. Lefty Louie, Whitey 


Lewis and Dago Frank, the four ac- 
cused .gunmen, and all of the Zelig 
gangsters seen are firm in their belief 
that Davidson had been prompted by 
someone to kill Zelig. 


Commissioner Dougherty was espe- 


cially interested In an investigation as 
to how the murderer happened to do 
the shooting with a revolver that 
should have been in the possession at 
the time of Policeman Maher. Maher, 
according to the deputy commissioner, 
first said he had lost the revolver on 
July 12 last, but later told Dougherty 
that he had lost it a year and a half 
ago. 


Mr.-Dougherty said he had heard 


stories that showed that Maher had 
lost three revolvers and a special in- 
vestigation into these stories will be 
taken up at headquarters. 


SLAIN BY ROBBER 


Unknown Assailant Takes Life of Vil- 


lage Postmaster. 


Lena, Ind., Oct. 7.—Daniel Newton, 


aged thirty-nine, a general merchant, 
postmaster and wealthy land owner of 
this place, was shot and instantly 
killed by an unidentified assailant.

Ulands, about halfway between Tarn- 
mania and the Antarctic continent, t» 
the capture of the penguin* for their 
OIL 
Macquarie island belongs to th« 


state of Tasmania and has an area of 
about 25.000 acres, being about 25 
miles long and 5 miles wide. 
The 


island has been leased by the Tas- 
manian government to Joseph Hatch, 
who has established the penguin oil 
industry there. 


There are probably 80,000,000 pen- 


guins on the island, so that the stock 
to be drawn from seems almost limit- 
less. 
There are also a large number 


of sea'elephants about the shores of 
this island. 
The oil is obtained from 


the penguins by boiling the carcasses 
in digesters capable of dealing with 
800 birds at a time. The oil is placed 
In barrels and sold to binder twine 
makers in Australia and New 
Zea- 


land. 


Macquarie island is about 750 miles 


southeast of Hobart. The island is bar- 
ren, being covered only with tussocky 
grass. Whaling ships visiting there 
have introduced rabbits and Maori 
hens, which are now quite 
prolific.

OUR MARINES HAVE 


TWO BRISK RATTLES 


Wcaragiian Rebels Opposed 


Their Progress. 


Washington, Oct 7. — In a further 


dispatch 
from Admiral Southerland 


news of another clash between Amer- 
ican marines and rebel forces in Nic- 
aragua has been received at the state 
department. 
As a result 
of the 


fight five Americans were 
slightly 


wounded, while thirteen of the rebel 
force were killed and a large number 
wounded. 


The skirmish occurred on the morn- 


ing of the battle at Barranca, though 
in a different place. Lieutenant Long, 
commanding the marines from the 
United States ship Denver,at Chichi- 
galpa, on the line of the railroad from 
Corlnto to Granada; was endeavoring 
to secure a number of dynamite bombs 
which the rebels had prepared, pre- 
sumably for use against the American 
forces or the railroad. 


Surrounded by Rebels. 


Lieutenant Long and his men were 


surrounded by a molj of rebels, armed 
with rifles and machetes. The rebels 
opened fire on the marines and the fire 
was promptly returned. 
Thirteen of 


the rebels were killed instantly and a 
greater number were wounded. All 
who were .able to, ran from the scene. 
Five American marines were slightly 
wounded, but it is stated that all of the 
-wounded on the American side will 
recover. 


Admiral Scmtherland further reports 


that the rebels lost more than forty 
dead in the assault upon Barranca. 
Twenty cf their number are known tn 
be seriously wounded and fourteen 
were made prisoners. The total rebel 
'force in the engagement numbered 
540. 
They were dislodged from their 


position only after the marines and 
bluejackets bad actually reached the 
top of the hill. They then fled into 
Masaya, where the government troops 
of Nicaragua met them and another 
serious engagement took place. It is 
stated that the government forces lost 
200 dead at Masaya. while the number 
of rebels tilled is thought to be much 
greater.

TO AVERT WAR 


Well Defined Movement tor 


Peace Started, 


MORE OPTIMISTIC FEELING 


Although Preparations'For War Are 


Continuing at a Rapid Rate, an Un- 
derstanding 
in European Capital* 


That Turkey Is Willing to Make Con- 
cessions to Aggressive Province* 
Has a Quieting Effect 


London, Oct. 7.—In the dispatches 


from the near east a slightly more op- 
timistic feeling is evidenced. Although, 
preparations for war are continuing at 
a rapid rate and the mobilization of 
the Bulgarian army is said already to 
have been completed, no further "in- 
cidents" on the frontier are reported. 
In the view taken in several different 
capitals, if war is averted it will be by 
the immediate putting into effect of 
certain reforms in the Turkish empire. 
These reforms, it is believed, can only 
be effected by the combined action of 
the powers, and the suggestion conies 
from Bucharest that a European con- 
gress be convoked immediately to deal 
with the situation. Austria's appar- 
ent reluctance to join the movement 
for peace as that movement, so far, 
has been set on foot by the powers, is 
explained as the result of a desire on 
the part of that nation to have the 
ideas of all the powers with regard to 
the integrity of Turkey, the sovereign- 
ty of the sultan and the making of re- 
form measures general throughout the 
Ottoman empire more explicitly ex- 
plained. This desire on the part of 
Austria seems to tend toward the 
same result as that of the suggestions 
coming from the Balkan states them- 
selves—that only in a European con- 
gress does there lie hope of a solution 
to the present problem. 


That Turkey is willing to make con- 


cessions in the way of reforms is in- 
dicated by a dispatch received from 
Constantinople, 
the 
correspondent 


claiming to have official information 
that the government has decided to 
apply to all provinces of the empire 
the reforms framed by the internation- 
al commission for eastern Roumelia 
in 1879 and made into law by imperial 
decree in the same year. These re- 
forms, which would accord complete 
equality to all nationalities, have been 
cited bj- Bulgarian officials as embody- 
ing their idea of autonomy for Mace- 
donia. 


PREFERRED DEATH

Ryan, Democratic leader of Pennsyl- 
vania, member of the Donnelly-Ryan- 
Guffey triumvirate that for so long 
controlled the organization of that par- 
ty in this state, ended his life late Sun- 
day afternoon in his office in the Land 
Title and Trust building by shooting 
himself with a. revolver.

been a success, and there was a meet- 
ing scheduled for Sunday evening, 
where his creditors were to gather and 
consider plans for a trusteeship.
